Mr  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  my  report  for  the  year  1 959. 

It  will  he  noted  that  there  is  a  hig  difference  between  the 
Crude  and  Corrected  Death  rates.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
Crude  rate  is  based  on  the  number  of  deaths  per  thousand  population 
which  actually  occur  during  a  year.  This  figure  is  high,  16,54 
per  thousand,  but  similarly  high  rates  will  be  found  in  all  resorts 
to  which  people  come  to  spend  their  retirement.  In  the  same  way 
one  would  find  relatively  low  rates  in  the  industrial  Midlands. 

From  this  it  could  be  assumed  that  life  in  the  industrial  areas  is 
more  salubrious  than  in  Teignmouth,  Fortunately  the  Registrar 
General  has  a  mathematical  factor  which  takes  into  account  the  age 
structure  of  the  population  in  each  district  and  when  this  factor 
is  applied  to  the  Death  rate  in  Teignmouth,  for  1959,  it  reduces 
from  16,54  to  9.43  per  thousand.  This  figure  is  well  below  that 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

It  is  also  of  interest  to  note  that  of  the  178  deaths  recorded 
in  the  year,  106  were  aged  75  years  or  more. 

Regarding  the  causes  of  death,  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that 
no  deaths  were  due  to  Tuberculosis, 

The  incidence  of  reported  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  was  very 
low,  being  only  23  as  compared  with  303  cases  in  1958,  This  low 
incidence  is  due  entirely  to  the  fact  that  Measles  usually  occurrs 
in  epidemic  proportions  only  in  alternate  years.  During  1959  only 
6  cases  were  notified. 

The  Port  continues  to  be  very  busy  and  repeated  requests  are 
received  from  Ship  Masters  for  facilities  to  be  available  at 
Teignmouth  for  the  issue  of  deratting  certificates  and  deratting 
exemption  certificates.  An  application  has  been  made  to  the  Ministry 

of  Health  for  the  Port  to  be  recognised  for  this  purpose.

Routine  inspections  to  ensure  compliance  with  the 
Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  (as  indicated  in  paras  2)  have 
heen  made  to  Food  Shops,  Preparation  Premises,  Hotels, 
Cafes,  etcs  After  repeated  warnings  it  was  found 

necessary  to  bring  one  case  before  the  Magistrates  Court. 
The  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  £25  on  each  of 
tw o  charges.  Otherwise  such  improvements  of  premises 

and  methods  as  were  required  were  carried  out  voluntarily 
by  the  persons  concerned. 

RODENT  CONTROL 


In  addition  to  the  157  visits  paid  in  relation  to 
rat  and  mice  infestations  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors, 

313  visits  have  also  been  made  by  the  Rodent  Operator. 

These  were  made  in  the  period  1st.  April  to  31st.  December,  1959, 
to  conform  with  the  annual  return  made  to  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood.  The  Ministry  has  now 

reverted  to  the  calendar  year  and  hence  the  next  report  will 
show  a  full  yearTs  working  by  the  Rodent  Operator. 


PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 


There  are  no  public  or  private  swimming  baths  in 
this  District,  but  bacteriological  samples  we re  taken  of 
water  in  the  Children's  Yachting  Pool  on  the  Sea  Front  and 
of  river  and  sea  water  at  various  points  used  for  bathing  and 
at  various  stages  of  tide.  In  examining  sea  and  river 

water  it  is  essential  to  judge  results  upon  a  series  of 
samples  and  in  this  regard  the  series  taken  in  1959  was 
satisfactory. 

RENT  ACT 


One  request  was  made  by  a  tenant  for  the  issue  of 
a  Certificate  of  Disrepair  under  this  Act.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  Las  continued  normally 
during  the  year.  A  new  Fore  and  Aft  Tipping  Collection 

Vehicle  was  purchased  in  July  to  replace  the  side  loader 
which  had  been  in  use  for  many  years .  A  weekly  collection 

is  afforded  to  all  premises  and  this  is  augmented  by  a  second 
collection  from  Shops,  Hotels,  Boarding  Houses,  etcs  during 
the  season.  The  collection  of  Trade  Refuse  from  Shops 

at  a  charge  of  6d  per  bin  or  equivalent  package  has  been 
continued  with  satisfactory  results  in  the  removal  of 
offensive  matter  from  Food  Premises,  etc§ 

Tipping  is  continuing  at  the  Council's  Tip  at 
Broadmeadow . 

HOUSING 


No  building  of  Council  houses  or  flats  took  place 
during  the  year  and  only  15  premises  owned  by  the  Council 
became  available  for  reallocation  to  new  tenants.  Hence 

in  view  of  new  applications  for  housing,  the  List  of 
Applicants  has  not  diminished. 

As  far  as  possible,  with  the  premises  available, 
transfers  are  arranged  between  tenants  so  that  the  size 
of  the  house  concerned  is  in  proportion  to  the  size  of  the 
family.  Also  if  tenants  find  another  tenant  whereby 

a  transfer  between  them  can  ease  the  problem  of  either 
overcrowding  or  under occupation,  the  Housing  Allocations 
Committee  endeavours  to  make  a  mutual  exchange  possible.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


Water  Engineers  report  for  the  year  ended  51st .  December,  1959 


During  the  summer  the  weather  continued  very  fine  for 
several  months  and  we  experienced  what  was  believed  to  have 
been  the  worst  drought  of  the  Century,  which  was  nevertheless 
followed  by  an  extremely  wet  autumn  and  winter. 

There  was  no  cessation  of  supply  during  the  Summer  but 
a  general  restriction,  in  common  with  most  of  the  Country,  was 
imposed  prohibiting  the  use  of  hosepipes  and  the  use  of  water 
for  washing  cars  and  yards  from  22nd.  June  to  the  3rd.  November . 

No  water  was  taken  from  Torquay  this  year,  as  it  was 
possible  to  obtain  the  necessary  supplies  from  Paignton  by 
means  of  the  new  booster  at  Park  Hill.  Boosting  took  place 

from  20th.  June  to  the  end  of  September  and  the  direct  cross- 
connection  was  used  again  between  the  rising  main  in  Exeter  Road 
and  the  distribution  main  in  New  Road  from  23rd.  June  to 
1st.  September.
